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Ike Looks Ahead, 
But Does His Party? 


President Eisenhower’s speech accept- 
ing the Republican nomination climaxes 
the convention season. 

In proclaiming the GOP the “party 
of the future,” Mr. Eisenhower will find 
it difficult to escape the past and charges 
that it has not yet even caught up with 
the present. As he knows, the Republican 
Party of reaction and privilege has re- 
sisted being made over into the liberal 
Eisenhower image. 

Reminding his hearers that this is the 
100th anniversary of Republican conven- 
tions, the President made a ringing de- 
fense of state’s rights. Here again the rec- 
ord is not exactly borne out. Shortly after 
that first anniversary, for instance, came 
the War Between the States over the is- 
sue of state’s rights, precipitated by the 
GOP. 

The President said many other things. 
He called for long-range solutions to the 
farm problem, speaking of it in terms of 
“cycles and spans of years.” This will 
not be well-received by the farmer who 
today is being driven from his acres be- 
cause he cannot make a living. It will not 
be well-received either by those who re- 
Call the decades of farm depression in 
which the farmer was exploited ruthless- 
ly while other segments of the economy 
were pampered and subsidized. 

With the exception of the administra- 
tion of Theodore Roosevelt, the Repub- 
lican Party of this century has been the 
party of stagnation. It looked backward 
and while out of office settled into a de- 
jected attitude of opposition without pro- 
grams of its own and without vision to 
meet changing times in a changing world. 

Much of that attitude still exists, as 
the record of Mr. Eisenhower’s adminis- 
tration proves. Republicans in Congress 
still refuse to face up to the realities of 
a modern world and the responsibilities of 
leadership. While Eisenhower, mainly 
with the help of Democrats, has adopted 
the New Deal and improved upon some 
phases of it, the GOP itself has not 
changed its basic philosophy. 

Reform of the Republican Party has 
consisted of an effort to remake its phi- 
losophy in the Democratic pattern. It has 
culminated in a sort of party of the cen- 
ter resting solely on the Eisenhower per- 
sonality. Its becoming the “party of the 
future” depends solely on one man, 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, whose failure to 
make it so during his present adminis- 
tration once made him seriously consider 
forming a third liberal party. 

Its becoming the “party of the future” 
may depend, for instance, upon Richard 
Nixon, whom the reactionary Old Guard 
cheerfully embraces. 

Proclaiming the GOP the “party of the 
future” does not make it so and appeals 
to forget the “battles of the past” do not 
erase the record. 

Meanwhile, it is now up to the voters. 
The Democrats have turned their backs 
on the past with vigorous new leaders. 
The voters must decide who is the party 
of the present and of the future.

The truth is that American prestige 
abroad is at it lowest ebb in a quarter 


_ of a century. NATO is becoming a paper 


alliance and the Democrat who saved 
Ike’s foreign policy, Sen. Walter George, 
has been assigned to try to save it. The 
Middle East situation has deteriorated to 
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such an extent that a shooting war can 
be avoided only by appeasement. 


As for having ended inflation, the cost 
of living has continued to rise.

Between Cup and Lip 


The city and the county are talking 
it out concerning the extension of city 
water mains into South Fulton County. 


This discussion is just another step 
in a long staircase over the attempt to 
bring water into arid south Fulton. 
While the city’s cup overfloweth, many 
unincorporated areas of the county are 
dry. Common sense points to extension 
of the mains. 


One obstacle is the city’s request for 
extra charges on water for fire fighting. 
The city’s position here is unreasonable. 

The city’s request for extra charges to 
cover the cost of billing future south 
Fulton consumers is not reasonable 
either. Noncity users of Atlanta water 
pay double the city rates. At this price 
consumers should have their choice of 
six delicious flavors and a stamped, self- 
addressed envelope enclosed with each 
bill. 

The county commission can hardly 
make concessions to the city on these 
points, as mains which have been ex- 
tended into the northern part of Fulton 
do not carry these burdensome extra 
charges. It raises the question, too, of dif- 
ferent contracts for each new extension, 
with the city charging what it thinks the 
traffic will bear. 

All in—all, extension of city water 
mains into the county has been an uphill 
fight. The Sandy Springs area got water 
from Atlanta only after it looked like 
the section might get it from the DeKalb 
system first. That part of Fulton from 
Roswell north is tying in with the new 
Gwinnett County system. 

The prosperity of Atlanta and Fulton 
County are interdependent. What helps 
one helps the other. And, as the city water 
department likes to point out, the city 
grows where water goes.

Is Experiment That Paid Off 


Federal Prison Industries, Inc., a wholly government owned cor- 
poration, deposited in the U.S. Treasury dividends amounting to four 
million dollars in the past fiscal year. Besides providing employment 
opportunities for men in federal penal institutions, the prison indus- 
tries corporation also financed the entire vocational training program. 


This enabled some 10,000 in- 
mates to enroll in one or more of 
nearly 450 available courses, 
which ranged from airplane-en- 
gine mechanics to poultry hus- 
bandry. 

The corporation, which produces 
for government use only, has paid 
into the treasury a total of $32,- 
500,000 since its organization 22 
years ago. Representatives of 
American industry, agriculture 
and labor, and retailers and con- 
sumers serve on ‘its board of di- 
rectors. 

The secretary of defense and the 
attorney general each have a rep- 
resentative on the board. The U.S. 
Eureau of Prisons is the over-all 
administrator of the federal penal 
institutions. 

As an experiment that has 
proved its value, Federal Prison 
Industries, Inc., solved a problem 
that vexed the government for 
many years and that still is a per- 
plexity in some of the states. 

It was how to keep men at work

in prison without trespassing up- 
on the premises of private enter- 
prise or encountering the hostility 
of free labor and industry. 


Industry and labor and other in- 
terested groups represented on the 
board of the government corpora- 
tion helped to provide the answer. 

Industry inside prison has a con- 
notation far more important than 
the figures suggest. 

The average offender (whose of- 
fense is a relatively minor one) 
is unskilled when he enters pris- 
on. His lack of skill was one of 
the reasons—and an important one 
—for. his slipping on the social 
ladder. 

Prison is not the best school, 
tut if the offender learns a: skill 
there that will give him a feeling 
ol competence and self-confidence 
as he leaves a federal penal insti- 


‘tution, then those who have had. 


him in their charge have helped 
him to take a road away from 
prison to a productive life in the 
community. :

These two quotations could come 
from any speech by any thoughtful 
Georgian speaking in 1956 on the 
future of the state. 

Indeed, something very similar 
was said early this month by Ed- 
ward D. Smith, president of the 
First National Bank in Atlanta, 
speaking at a teachers’ workshop 
in Dahlonega. 


But the quotes above are not that 
recent. 

They are from two of the 100 
speeches made at a great meeting 
in Atlanta in 1911, the three-day 
Southern Commercial Congress. 
Everything said at that confer- 
ence is written up in a book en- 
titled, ‘‘The South’s Physical Re- 
covery.”’ 

The first quote is from Joseph 
S. Davis, in 1911, secretary of the 
Albany Chamber of Commerce. 

The second is from Asa G. Can- 
dler, then president of the Coca- 
Cola Co. of Atlanta. 

Also present and speaking at 
that memorable meeting were the 
President of the United States, a 
former president and a president- 
to-be — William Howard Taft, 
Theodore Roosevelt and Woodrow 
Wilson, who came here then as 
governor of New Jersey. 

Gov. Joseph M. Brown wel- 
comed the delegates to the con- 
ference, extolling Georgia ‘‘firsts’’ 
and Georgia “‘bests’’ and conclud- 
ing with these words:

From Life’s Source 


In the past, gravestones often had long and 
flourishing sentiments offering fulsome praise to 


the departed. More meaningful, I think, than F 
many a noble and lengthy sentiment is this one from an aged wom- 
an’s grave: “‘She hath done what she could.” A friend of mine says 
that he hopes that his family might want to put this epitaph on his 
grave: ‘He was a good man.” Those words describe Barnabas. 


The fuller story of Barnabas is 
told in these words: ‘“‘The hand of 
the Lord was with them, and a 
great number that believed turned 
to the Lord. News of this came to 
the ears of the church in Jerusa- 
lem, and they sent Barnabas to 
Antioch. When he came and saw 
the grace of God, he was glad; 
and he exhorted them all to re- 
main faithful to the Lord with 
steadfast purpose; for he was a 
good man, full of the Holy Spirit 
and of faith’’ (Acts 11: 22-24). 

“He was a good man.” I don’t 
suppose there is a higher tribute 
paid to any man in the Bible and I 
am not surprised that my friend 
should covet and want to be worthy 
of such a tribute. 


Books can never outdo the utter 
and sincere simplicity of such a 
commendation. 


What makes a good man truly 
good? Why do we speak of some 
persons as being good? We don't 
call ourselves good, although we 
may earnestly strive to be good. 
We are called good by other per- 
sons and what they say has most 
meaning if they know us thor- 
oughly. 

First, a man is good if his heart

That weapon is a civil rights plank, unanimously adopted 
Tuesday as the capstone of the Republican platform, stronger, more 
explicit, more concrete than came from the Democrats in Chicago. 


If the Deep South and most of 
the border states are going to 
return to Democratic ranks this 
fall—as now seems altogether 
probable—then there is mighty lit- 
tle in the North that President Ei- 
seénhower can afford to lose. 


This is why the decisive alle- 
giance of the Negro voter this 
year is important and may be 
absolutely indispensable to Repub- 
lican success. 


Bear in mind that for the past 
20 years the Negroes have voted 
almost solidly Democratic, first 
because of the economic gains 
they feel they received under Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and, second, be- 
cause of the civil rights promises 
they received from President Tru- 
man. 


Bear in mind that in the biggest 
cities of five big electoral-bloc 
states—New York, California, 
Pennsylvania, Illinois, Michigan— 
the Negro vote is increasingly con- 
centrated and in any close elec- 
tion holds a potential balance of 
power. 

This isn’t just theory. Take two 
examples: 

In 1952 when Gov. G. Mennen 
Williams of Michigan was re- 
elected by a statewide margin of 
only 8,600 votes, three Negro 
wards in Detroit alone gave him 
a margin of 28,000. 

In 1954 when Averell Harriman 
won the governorship in the huge 
state of New York by only 11,125 
votes, New York City’s five Negro 
districts spelled the difference be- 
tween defeat and victory by giv-

ing him a margin of 20,221 votes. 

In the populous, critical citigs of 
the North the Negro population 
now reaches 21 per cent in Phila- 
delphia, 19 per cent in Detroit, 17 
per cent in Chicago and 11 per 
cent in New York and Los Ange- 
les—cities which provide the big- 
gest concentrated vote in five 
states which have 156 electoral 
votes and all of which the Repub- 
licans are likely to need to win. 


If the Republicans can make a 
solid breakthrough in the Negro 
vote in these cities in these states 
this fall, which they have not been 
able to do in many years, this 
could well over-balance the pros- 
pective return of the South to its 
one-party tradition. 

Here are the tools which the Re- 
publicans believe will enable them 
to make this needed _ break- 
through: 

1. The Republicans here set 
forth a platform which goes be- 
yond the Democratic civil rights 
plank at three important points— 
(a) by proclaiming that it ‘‘con- 
curs’’ in the decision of the Su- 
preme Court which ruled that pub- 
lic school desegregation must be 
ended; (b) by pledging itself to 
“‘support”’ this decision and help 
carry it out “‘by all branches of 
the federal government;” (c) by 
committing the party to a six-point 
civil rights legislative program de- 
signed to help guarantee Negroes 
against being denied. their rights 
by the states—a program which 
many Democrats fought in the last 
session of Congress. 


Stevenson Used Good Sense 
In Backing Open Convention 


If a man running a fish fry announced just before closing time that 
there was still another big platter coming in, the still-hungry customers 
could hardly be more delighted than the Democratic delegates were 
when Stevenson left the choice of his running mate to them. 


For weary though they were, the 
people with the banners and but- 
tons had hardly had a real taste of 
what they had gone to Chicago for. 
Long before Stevenson was nom- 
inated for the presidency, most of 
them knew that he would get 
across on the first ballot. His offer 
to hold another convention to 
choose a vice president thus put 
new life into the delegations. 


In the end the delegates chose 
Sen. Kefauver after two roaring 
ballots of switches and changes. 
And in the end there were still a 
great many delegates who believed 
the Democrats would have been 
better off if they had chosen an- 
other man. 


Kefauver is a free-wheeling vote- 
getter who is friendly to farmers, 
labor unions and people, general- 
ly. But whether what ‘strength he 
may have will be offset by the dis- 
tinct coolness of some Eastern and 
Southern leaders is a question that 
may worry Stevenson. 


But even those who didn’t like 
the choice like the decision Steven- 
son made about the way the choice 
should be made. 

But the decision was not only 
popular with delegates. It was po- 
litically shrewd, as the French 
king recognized long ago when he 
complained that every time he 
named someone to office he cre- 
ated one ingrate and 100 enemies. 
Stevenson, in avoiding a personal 
choice, avoided injury to the feel- 
ings of a number of hopeful people 


who had helped him get the nom- 
ination for president. 


There is yet another political as- 
pect that Stevenson’s advisers are 
hopeful will pay off for the Demo- 
crats. The Democrats wanted 
to create a contrast between the 
way they decided to choose a vice 
president and the way the Re- 
publicans chose their candidate. 

The contrast, though, is not so 
clear as the Democrats might 
wish. 

The issue of Eisenhower's health 
unquestionably has brought a new 
attentiveness to the vice presiden- 
cy. But it has brought to public at- 
tention a realization the public 
never has forgotten. The vice presi- 
dency should not be a place to pay 
political debts. Nor should it be 
held by Throttlebottoms or decid- 
ed by just a clearance with Sid- 
neys. It should be considered the 
seeond most important position in 
government. 

What Stevenson did was, there- 


fore, not only popular and shrewd. 
We think it was. sound.

7 Gls Guilty 
In Attack on 
German Girl 


WUERZBURG, Germany, Aug 
25 (P—A U.S. court-martial today 
convicted seven American Negro 


soldiers of raping a 15-year-old 
German school girl last July 9 in 
the woods of nearby Bamberg. 

The nine-officer board deliberat- 
ed 242 hours. 

After pronouncing the defen- 
dants guilty, the court adjourned 
until tomorrow when the sentences 
are expected. 

The trial, which started Aug. 7, 
was one of the most 
courts-martial in West Germany 
since World War II. 

The soldiers’ attack on the girl 
set off a nationwide protest against 
what the Germans called a soldier 


crime wave. Even the trial came 
under fire with the public com- 
plaining against the way it was 


conducted.

Greek Couple Turned to the Orient 


To Choose Decor for Apartment

Offhand one would think that a Greek 
couple would decorate their home in the 
classic manner of the Greek Revival 
period. 

But not Mr. and Mrs. Costas Alexan- 
drides. They fell under the magic spell of 
the Far East while living in Korea. 

That was in 1952 when Mr. Alexandrides 
was sent by the United Nations to serve 
with the U.N. Korean Reconstruction 
Agency.

Home now for a visit, they are collect- 
ing their treasures to take to New York for 
their apartment in Tudor Gardens. ‘“‘We 
use a color scheme of pale blue—almost a 
Pacific blue— for our apartment,”’ said 
Mrs. Alexandrides. ‘‘I have no Greek fur- 
nishings in the apartment. Costas and I 
are crazy about Oriental furniture and 
accessories.”’ 


The couple has a coffee table entirely 
encrusted with mother of pear] which they 
got in Japan and lamb skin rugs also from 
the Orient. 


Right now—they are on vacation here 
with Mr. and Mrs. Macris—they are pack- 
ing up some of their valuable collection of 
Japanese dolls. 

Among them are colorful replicas of 
traditional Japanese figures like geisha 
girls and Japanese and Korean bridal 


styles dating back more than 200 years. 
“But here, to my mind, is our prize an- 
tique from the East,’ said Mr. Alexan- 


drides as he brought forth an exquisite i 


replica of a Japanese shrine used by fol- 
lowers of Shintoism. 

“I consider myself lucky to have it and 
we plan to use it to great decorative ad- 
vantage in our New York aparment.

Cotton Stops 
The Tourists 


There’s a new traffic hazard on the roads running through 
south Georgia. Northern tourists are pulling up and stopping along 
the roadside where cotton is growing and taking to the fields! 

Between here and Thomasville we saw them—the usual home- 
from-Florida-bound cars with Indiana, Ohio, Michigan and Wis- 
consin tags on them, oranges rolling around in the back windows, 
fishing gear and thermos jugs and gaudy beach towels bulging 
out of all windows. And the tourists themselves in their shorts, 
sungiasses and peaked straw caps (usually decorated with shells) 
take out their cameras and take pictures of each other under the 
brilliant sky against a backdrop of whitening fields. 


Of course, I know we Southerners fall on snow scenes in the 
Far North with yipes of joy. As a Gulf Coast child who had 
never seen an apple tree, I practically made a spectacle of 
myself on a bus trip through Cornelia when I saw trees heavy 
with the ruby fruit. And I'll never forget how a little girl visiting 
from Nebraska carried on over plain old cypress trees which 
filled our swamps in Alabama. 


But still it strikes me as funny to find cotton in the role of a 
tourist attraction. Cotton’s role in the lives of most Southerners 
has been too desperate a thing for most of us to stop and consider 
its beauty or photogenic qualities. We know that growing it has 
been blood-sweat-and-tears labor, and selling it, before the gov- 
ernment took a hand, was either a feast-or-famine deal. 

Nowadays our state news editor’s desk is flooded with pic- 
tures of pretty girls in shorts picking cotton, and that’s funny, too, 
for if there was ever an impractical cotton picking costume, it’s 
shorts. I remember well the chigger bites, the way the rough 
ug cut into your skin when they brush it, and the burning 

eat. 

When I was a child we had a neighbor who planted cotton— 
one of the few cotton farmers in that lumber and naval stores 
country Children were in great demand as pickers and I remem- 
ber picking for spending money. (Fortunately in those days the 
7 cents I made after three or four back-breaking days was as 
much money as I ever dreamed of having anyhow.) But the cos- 
tumes we wore to the fields wouldn’t have got our pictures in the 
paper. 


Overalls borrowed from somebody’s older brother were the 
basic requirement. To this you added your father’s long-sleeved, 
high-necked shirt. Or, lacking a long-sleeved shirt, you cut off 
cotton stockings and slipped them over your arms to protect 
you from the sun’s fearful rays. It was permissible to go bare- 
foot, but only the brave did because of the danger of snakes. 
And to top the ensemble, you put on the biggest, raggedyest 
straw hat you could find, tying it under the chin to keep it on 
your head. 


It was, on the whole, not a very chic outfit—but then not 
very chic people picked cotton then. Now . well, tourists 
and bathing beauties and all sorts of glamorous pickers are taking

Steel Co. from 1906 to 1913. His 
son, J. H. Girdler of 534 Collier 
Rd., NW, is vice president in 
charge of operations at Atlantic 
Steel now. 

The elder Girdler, 79, had 
served as chairman and director 
since 1930, when Republic was 
organized, C. M. White was elect- 
ed chairman, to succeed Girdler. 


Union-Scale 
Building Wages 
Up 4.3 Cents 


Building trades workers in the 
South received average increases 
of 4.3 cents an hour in union 
wages during the second quarter 
of 1956, the U.S. Bureau of Labor 
Statistics reports. 


Each of the seven major con- 
struction trades reported pay ad- 
vances in at least 10 cities, ac- 
cording to Brunswick A. Bagdon, 
regional bureau director.
